. PURPOSE AND NEED

Boone County is rapidly growing with extensive residential and industrial growth. Traffic demand
and congestion are ever increasing along the main arteries of this roadway network. KY-237,
north of US-42, is under construction and scheduled to open in 2022 as a 5-lane urban facility
with curb, gutter and sidewalks. KY-536 was recently reconstructed as a 5-lane urban facility with
curb, gutter and sidewalks. This 1.5 mile section of roadway is currently a 2-lane rural typical with
no pedestrian facilities. The purpose of this project is to improve safety, connectivity, and mobility
for vehicles, pedestrians, and bicyclists on KY-237 (Gunpowder Road) between KY-536 and US-
42 by constructing a modern and efficient roadway which better connects residents and
businesses in Boone County.

VIll. METHOD OF DESIGN

The selected Consultant shall utilize the most recent CADD Standards for Highway Plans Policy
in the development of the highway plans. Refer to the 2019 CADD Standards for ORD V4 Project
Development Memo for information pertaining to the latest CADD Standards and plan submittal.

IX. ENVIRONMENTAL SERVICES

Any necessary Environmental Services are expected to be provided by the Consultant. The
anticipated environmental document will be a Categorical Exclusion Level 2. Prequalification of
various Environmental Services are required to be identified in the Consultant’'s Response to
Announcement.

X. PHOTOGRAMMETRIC SERVICES

The Department will provide LIDAR digital mapping and will furnish manuscripts on computer
disks in DGN format. The selected Consultant shall supplement this information with conventional
surveying as needed.

Xl. STRUCTURE DESIGN

Structure Design is not anticipated for Preliminary Design. When the project advances to Final

Design and if the selected Consultant is retained for Final Design services, the selected
Consultant shall do the necessary engineering services to submit to the KYTC an Advanced
Situation Folder(s) for the appropriate structure(s). The selected Consultant may be responsible
for any necessary Structure Design services. Structure Design of the proposed structure(s) may
be added as a Contract Modification. Prequalification in the area of Structure Design is required
to be identified in the Consultant’s Response to Announcement.

Xll. GEOTECHNICAL SERVICES

The Department is expected to provide all Geotechnical Services but the selected Consultant may
be asked to provide Geotechnical Services required for the project. The Preliminary Design
contract may include preliminary geotechnical services to review available geological, mining, or
other geotechnical information that could influence the selection of the preferred alternate.
Geotechnical services necessary for the completion of Final Design may be added by contract
modification at the appropriate time. At any time, if the Department has the capacity to provide
these services, the Department may retain the advertised geotechnical services. Prequalification
in the area of Geotechnical Services is not required to be identified in the Consultant’s Response
to Announcement; however, the selected Consultant must obtain the required qualifications
before providing these services, or bring a prequalified subconsultant at that time.

Xlll. TRAFFIC ENGINEERING

The selected Consultant will provide the analysis of the existing and proposed operations. Traffic
Signal Design and Lighting Design services, if necessary for the completion of Final Design, may
be added by Contract Modification at the appropriate time. At any time, if the Department has the
capacity to provide these services, the Department may retain the advertised traffic services.

XIV. UTILITIES

The Department will be responsible for determining the existing locations of utilities to determine
feasibility of redesign or utility relocation and cost estimates.

The selected Consultant shall provide a project location map to the Department. The Department
will send project location maps to all potential utility contacts to determine whether they may have
existing utilities within these project limits. The Department will develop the utility contact list.
Facility atlas maps received for this project will be provided to the selected Consultant. All utilities
including aerial carriers shall be field-verified by the Consultant. Sizes and types of underground
and aerial utilities shall be identified on the plans for each alignment alternative in the PL&G
submittal.

The Department will authorize B.U.D. (Before You Dig) to field-locate utilities during final design.
The consultant shall perform field surveys to collect the B.U.D. data. Horizontal location of
existing utilities shown on final plans shall be adjusted as necessary to reflect actual B.U.D.
locates.
